strength and freshness as well. For 
It requires a high degree ot eaceUence 
and laborious practloe to meet and 
conquer the skill sent out by the great 
Institutions of the land. ' 

Candidates for tho football toam arc 
put through three or four houra' daily 
practice at top speed, most exhaust- 
ing to both the phyaioal and mental 
vitality. For. be ft understood, the 
games today are not merely of brawn, 
but also of brain. This practice starts 
as soon as the study periods end, from 
September until December, and lasts 
until darkness malies it impossible to 
play any longer. When it if over the 
average young man ia tire4 enough to' 
drop in bis tracks, and the lounge or 
the bed in hia room, whether at col* 
lege or at home, is far more attractive 
than poring over his books and wrest- 
ling with the next day'a atudles. They 
alao have to play aetual gamea, not 
merely on the home grounds, '^ut at 
distances which take them away from 
their studies for ten daya or more 
each year. The sam^ routine ia true 
of the baseball, track crew, and other 
teams. 

While the colleges stand with the 
big stick threatening the young men 
with egpulalon it they do not reach 
the necessary standard in atodlea, the 

coaches, on the other hand, wfaoae posi- 
tions and salaries are dependent upon 
turning out victorious teams, are us- 
ing every persuasive power at their 
command to induce the men to come 
quick from their studies and to use 
up everjr bit of their phyaieal and 
mental vitality to become expert and 
capable, so as to enable them to beat 
contending teams. In other words, 
there Is the conbtant temptation of a 
divided loyalty— one to the student 
worlc, the other to the athletic. It is 
true that now and then colleges ot>- 
tain men who ieem able to do lustice 
to both enda, but are extreipely rare, 
and if the athletics ot thejg|M| had 
to depend upon men of IpHMB the 
student body the teama would be ex- 
tremely small. 

The summary way of throwing out 
men who have worked harder for the 
athletic glory ot thehr eoUege than 
any student does over his books, be- 
cause he is not quite up to the re- 
quired standard, seems to be brutal 
and unnecessary. It is common tallt 
to hear college presidents, provoBta, 
and deans say that positively atb- 
letiee do not count and will not in any 
way be eoaaidered in ooaaection with 
the atudent'a work, aa4 that, in faet, 
they are not Interested in ■tUetiOS at 
all; but every one of theae men who 
has uot reached his dotage knows 
that, without athletics, and victorious 
athletica at that, his college will at 
once begin to go backward, and be- 
eome leae attraotire to the atadent 
body, and. In faet, to the average fa- 
ther who ia sending or contemplating 
sending his boy there

he sends liis boy to coUcki', aud lie 
will tell you that It in for the asso- 
ciutiona. compauionuhliis, and exper- 
ience gained rather than for the study 
reoults. Ask the average graduate of
